Additionally, the 
limitation of "an unscored length" continues to be an issue of a new matter. As stated in the 05/19/06 Advisory Action, said limitation is a 
negative limitation. The applicant has asserted that the recitation "unscored" is supported at page 12 (paragraph 0044) referring to Fig 3 
as representative of entire tape length. The examiner respectfully reminds the applicant that the figures are not sufficient in support of the 
negative limitations. The specification should have a written portion that would dearly suggest that the sheet is not scored or not needed 
to be scored.
